8* Bach faculty annually draws its students in the following manners 

a* Fifty percent from the ** privileged** class; this category consists of gymnasium 
graduates who are Party members who have attended a two and one-half year 
preparatory course at the Junior College rather than the regular lyceum course; 
graduates of the Junior College, having only a summary education, are entitled 
to receive fr®e tuition and a scholarship *ftiich amounts to 8,000 leva per 
month from the University; and 

bo Fifty percent from the regular lyceums; this category consists of students 
who are chosen by competitive' examination! however, passing the examinations 
will not guarantee entrance to the University because the political or patriotic 
background (former partisans, service men, etc©) of the applicants is taken 
into consideration in making the appointments .

10* Courses at the University are v£ry difficult and require the maximum attention of 
each student* The professors, who are well prepared professionally, insist on a 
maadmum of efficiency from the students, particularly those who have been admitted 
through competitive examinations* Some alloanees are made by professors for the 
tt privileged?* class for obvious reasons of expediency* Attendance at classes is 
obligatory and repeated absences without ample justification will usually result 
in expulsion from the university* 

Ho Examinations are given at the following times g 

a* First examination, in June each year; 

b* Second examination, in September each year; and 

Co ^hird examination, in February of the following year* 

Students who do not take all the examinations at either of the regular terms 
(June or September) may enroll for the next higher academic year but must take 
the make-up examination in February or be dismissed from the University* 
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12. Senior examinations should be taken no later than February, but students usually 
are allowed to complete the examinations in either June or September. As of 
1952, the degrees given graduates win show only one grade which will be based 
on an average of the following three elements $ 

a. Are rage of all grades received in all the examinations taken during the entire 
period of study at the school* 

b. Grade given for the senior thesis* and 

c. Grade given for ihe dissertation on the senior thesis. 

13* All faculties of the University have a Party section with the membership of all 
the professors and a large part of the students. Almost all the students are 
members of the DSNM (Dimitrovski Suyuz na Narodnata Mladezh* Dimitrov Union of 
the People* s Youth), a political organization which has as its purpose the training 
of the future Party cadre. The; professors and students, finally, are enrolled in 
the ORPS (Obsht Rabotniehesld Profesionalen Suyu z* General Workers Professional 
Union) , an organization which, in collaboration with the Party cadre of each uni- 
versity, is designed to find positions for the new graduates and to take care of 
the union interests of its members. 
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
